IS ROOSEVELT’S TOPIC 


peering In but limited numbed In the 
mercenary armlee by which they were 
plundered. Gradually thie hae all changed, 
until now practically every array la a 
citizen army, and the mercenary has al¬ 
most disappeared, while the array exlstt 
on a vaster scale than ever before In his¬ 
tory. This Is so among the military mon¬ 
archies of Europe. 

In our own Civil war of the United 
States the same thing occurred, peaceful 
people as we are. At that time more than 
two generations had passed since the 
War of Independence. During the whole 
of that period the people had been en¬ 
gaged in no Ufe-end-death struggle; and 
yet. when the Civil war broke out, and 
after some costly and bitter lessons at 
the beginning, the fighting spirit of the 
people was shown to better advantage 
than ever before. The war was peculiar¬ 
ly^ war for a principle, a war waged 
bjfeach side for an Ideal, and while faults 
and shortcomings were plentiful among 
the combatants, there was comparatively 
little sordldnesa of motive or conduct. In 
such a giant struggle, where across the 
warp of so many Interests Is shot the 
woof of so many purposes, dark strands 
and bright, strands somber and brilliant, 
are alwaye Intertwined; Inevitably there 
was corruption here and there In the Civil 
war; but ah the leaders on both sides, 
and the great majority of the enormous 
masses of fighting men. wholly disre¬ 
garded, and were wholly uninfluenced by.

Interesting Lecture on “The Work 
Movement** Delivered at the Uni¬ 
versity of Berlin by the Ex-Presi¬ 
dent of the United States

Berlin. — Ex-President Theodore 
Roosevelt appeared Thursday before 
an audience that tested the capacity 
of the aula at the University of Berlin, 
and delivered a lecture on “The World 
Movement" He spoke In English and 
was listened to with the deepest in¬ 
terest 

Beginning with an eloquent eulogy 
of the German race and its achieve¬ 
ments. the lecturer soon reached the 
main them* of his discourse, and re¬ 
viewed the civilisation and culture, so 
far as we know them, of the earliest 
pqpplea and their contributions to the 
modern world. He then coaUnued: 

Af last a little over 400 years 
ago. tho movement towards a world civili¬ 
sation took up Its Interrupted march. The 
beginning Of tho modern movement may 
roughly be taken as synchronIMng with 
the discovery of printing, sad with that 
serlas of bold oea ventures which culmi¬ 
nated la tho discovery of America: and 
after these two epochal feats had 'begun 
to. produce their full effects In material 
and Intellectual life, it became Inevitable 
that civilisation should thereafter differ 
not only In degree bqt even In kind from 
all that had gone before. Immediately 
after the voyage of Columbus and Vasco 
da Gama there began a tremendous re¬ 
ligious ferment; the awakening of Intel¬ 
lect went hand In hand with the moral 
uprising; the great names of Copernicus. 
Bruno. Kepler, and Oalileo show that the 
mind of man was breaking the fetters 
that had cramped It; and for the tlrst 
time experimentation was used as a choc! 
upon observation and theorisation Since 
then, century by century, the changes 
have Increased in rapidity and complex¬ 
ity. and have atfalned their maximum In 
both respects during the- century Just 
past 

Instead of being directed by one or two 
dominant peoples, as was the case with 
all similar movements of the past, the 
new movement was shared by many dif¬ 
ferent nations. From every standpoint It 
has been of Infinitely greater moment 
than anything hitherto seen. Not In one 
but In many different peoples there has 
been extraordinary growth In wealth. In 
population. In power of organization, and 
In mastery over mechanical activity and 
natural resources. All of this has been 
accompanied and signalised by an im¬ 
mense outburst of energy and restless 
initiative. The result Is varied os It la 
striking. 

Conquest of tho World. 

In the first place, representatives of this 
civilization, by their conquest of apace, 
were enabled to spread into all the prac¬ 
tically vacant continents, while at the 
same time, by their triumphs In organiza¬ 
tion and mechanical Invention, they ac¬ 
quired an unheard-of military superiority 


ly to wbst it la in England or the United 
Btates. 

So much for the geographical side of 
the expansion of modern civilization. But 
only a few of tho many and Intense ac¬ 
tivities of modern civilisation have found 
their expression on this side. The move¬ 
ment has been Just as striking In 1U con¬ 
quest over natural forces. In lu searching 
Inquiry Into and about the soul of things 
Conquest Ovsr Nature. 

The conquest over nature has Included 
an extraordinary Increase la every form 
of knowledge of the world we live In. and 
alao an extraordinary Inc re mgs In the pow¬ 
er ef utilising forces of nature. In both 
directions the advance has been very 
great during the past four or five cen¬ 
turies. and in both directions It has gone 
on with ever Increasing rapidity during 
the last century. After the great age of 
Rome had passed, the boundaries of 
knowledge shrank, and In many cases It 
was not until well-nigh our own times 
that her domain was once again pushed 
beyond the ancient landmarks. About ths 
year 1M A. D. Ptolemy, the geographer, 
published his map of central Africa and 
the sources of the Nile, and this map was

Wealth and Polities. 

Another striking contrast In tho course 
of modern civilization as compared with 
the later stages of the Graeco-Roman or 
classic civilisation la to be found In ths 
relations of wealth ,and politics. In clas¬ 
sic times, as tho civilisation advanced to¬ 
ward Its senlth. politics became a recog¬ 
nised means of accumulating great 
wealth. Caesar was again and again en 
ths verge of bankruptcy; ha spent an 
enormous fortune; and he recouped him¬ 
self by the money which he made out of 
his political-military career. Augustus es¬ 
tablished Imperial Rome on firm founda¬ 
tions by the use he made of the huge 
fortune he had acquired by plunder. What 
a contract. la offered by the careers of 
Washington and Lincoln! Thors were a 
few exceptions In ancient days; but the 
Immense majority-of the Greeks and the 
Romans, sis their civilizations culminated, 
accepted money-making on a large scale 
as one of the Incidents of a successful

Third.—To consider and report upon 
any other means to diminish the ex 
pendlturee of government for military 
purposes and to lessen the probabili¬ 
ties of war. 

There are things In this resolution 
which probably to every one except 
the most ardent of the peace lovers 
will seem hard of fulfilment, but ad¬ 
mitting of this, there Is no mistaking 
the sincerity and virility of the move¬ 
ment to make possible a gradual dis¬ 
armament of the great nations of the 
world. 

Want Roosevelt as Loader. 

It Is certain that Andrew Carnegie 
and Dr. Bartholdt believe that Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt the militant one, is to 
lend his aid and bis comfort to the 
peace cauae. He may do It In one 
way and he may do It In another, but 
if congress shall approve of the reso¬ 
lution which Dr. Bartholdt has Intro¬ 
duced. President Taft will be asked— 
has been asked. In fact—to name the 
former colonel of the Rough Riders as 
a leading member of the peace com¬ 
mission provided for tn the resolution 
of the 8t Louis representative. 

The peace men have formed a World 
Federation league, the details of which 
have been published before this time. 
In a pamphlet made public by the 
league, and which Just now Is being 
given wide circulation, for It la con¬ 
sidered that the time la ripe, there 
occurs this paragraph: 

"The peace of the world reposes in 
the hands of eight men: The president 
Oi the United States. Emperor Wil¬ 
liam. King Edward, the czar, the pres¬ 
ident of France, the emperor of Aus¬ 
tria-Hungary. the king of Italy and the 
emperor of Japan. At least six of 
these eight men are peace advocates. 
The vast majority of the subjects of all 
of them will now favor universal 
peace and will support measures that 
will abolish war." 

ThlB publication of the World Fed¬ 
eration league Is called "Theodore 
Roosevelt and the Peace Movement.” 
Andrew Carnegie, Richard Bartholdt. 
Hamilton Holt, Oscar T. Crosby (a 
graduate of West Point, by the way) 
and Joseph H. Choate today are work¬ 
ing with warlike vigor to secure ac¬ 
tion by congress which may lead the 
way to peace, and they expect that 
Theodore Roosevelt at Christiania or 
elsewhere will help to make their 
work easy. 

Effect of Hughes’ Appointment. 

Now that some few days have 
passed since President Taft nominated 
Charles E. Hughes of New York to the 
position of associate justice of the 
Supreme court, the Republicans and 
Democrats have had time to figure out 
what the effect will be of the elimina¬ 
tion of Governor Hughes from the 
field of politics. As long as Charles 
E. Hughes Vas “footloose" both par¬ 
ties knew he was likely to be a great 
factor in the presidential year. Now 
New York’s governor Is out of It, 
for when men go to the Supreme 
beech of the United States, they go on 
it to stay. 

One thing has been notable in the 
tone of the Interviews which politi¬ 
cians have given on the subject of the 
president's selection of Governor 
Hughes for judicial preferment. Many 
of the old-time Republican politicians 
of New York state have rejoiced open¬ 
ly because the governor has been re 
moved from the arena of active par 
ticlpatlon in New York's political af 
fairs. Some of the Democrats of New 
York and elsewhere have shown in 
what they have said something of Ju- 
bllation also, because they have felt' 
that Charles E. Hughes was a roan 
•who, if he became a candidate for the 
presidency, might gather to his sup-; 
port thousands of Republicans who' 
might be lukewarm toward other can 
didates. 

Up to tho very hour that President 
Taft sent the name of Governor 
Hugbes to the senate, no one in Wash¬ 
ington believed that the New York 
man would accept tho position. There 
had been considerable correspondence 
between the president and ihe gov¬ 
ernor on the subject of the Supreme 
court vacancy, and it ig known that 
at the outset the man who was the 
president's choice did not take kindly 
to the proposal to transfer the scene 
of his life's work to Washington and 
to change completely the sphere of 
his activities. 

Moreover, it Is possible that It was 
something of a wrench for Governor 
Hughes to give up a perfectly proper 
ambition, common to a good many 
Americans, to be president of the 
United 8tates. President Taft, how¬ 
ever, succeeded in Inducing Governor 
Hughes to take the view that duty 
called him to Washington and so the 
acceptance came as a suprise to the 
country, and perhaps If the truth were 
known, as just as much of a surprise 
to President Taft. 

If the president's policies are en 
acted into law and the people finally 
commend his endeavors. It seems tha< 
In the ordinary course of political- 
events he will be named by his party 
to succeed himself; but If something 
approaching failure to “progress" 
should mark the present administra¬ 
tion's course, it Is conceivable that 
the party may turn elsewhere for a 
candidate Or course there is the 
"second elective term" for Theodore 
Roosevelt to be considered, and while 
nothing is known definitely or the 
former president's mental attitude to¬ 
ward any plan which there may be to 
renominate him. it is thought by a 
good many Republicans that under 
no circumstances will the colonel con¬ 
sent to have bis name go before the 
Republican convention

An Enterprising Age. 

“What are you affixing to these park 


Senator Beveridge, on behalf of the 
■mate committee on territories, has 
reported favorably a bill “to create a 
legislative council In the district of 
Alaska, to confer legislative powers 
thereon and for other purposes.” A 
similar measure la at present under 
discussion in the house committee on 
territories, of which Representative 
Edward L. Hamilton of Michigan is 
chairman. The administration wants 
this measure to become a law. but It 
seems likely that unless public opin¬ 
ion. which la slow to be aroused In 
matters connected with the territories 
no matter how .vital to the public ser¬ 
vice they may be, la brought to bear 
on. behalf of the measure, congress 
may put it Into the postponement bag. 

“Land of Suspicion.” 

Alaska has been called “the Land of 
Suspicion” because suspicion has at- 
tached to the motives snd methods 
of men and corporations who have un¬ 
dertaken to exploit ita great mineral 
resources. The feeling that all la not 
right with Alaska probably has had 
something to do with the comparative¬ 
ly slow progress of the administra¬ 
tion's measure in reaching its present 
stage. The bill changes the form of 
the territory’s government and be¬ 
cause it does not provide specifically 
for the election by the people of a 
representative house It has met with 
much opposition. 

The administration feels and Its 
feeling seemingly Is shared by a good 
many men who know Alaskan condi¬ 
tions. that the present bill, which pro¬ 
vides for an appointive council, repre¬ 
sents the best form of legislation for 
the territory under existing conditions. 
The opposition, however, presents 
many strong arguments. 

The administration bill provides for 
the appointment of a governor, an at 
torney general and a commissioner of 
interior and of mines, “who together 
with eight other persons, to be ap¬ 
pointed also by the president for a 
like term of years, by and with the 
advice and consent of the senate, 
shall constitute a legislative council, 
the eight members last above provl 
ded for shall be when appointed bona 
fide and qualified voters of the terri¬ 
tory. two in each of tbe four judicial 
divisions into which the district is 
now divided.” 

For Peace Commission. 

American friends of peace among 
the nations of the earth are more in¬ 
clined than ever to believe that Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt on hlB return to this 
country will Interest himself in the 
movement to bring about gradual dis¬ 
armament of thq nations. The colonel 
talked peace privately to the emperor 
of Austria, and his speech at Christi¬ 
ania has In it the essence of the 
Scriptural text about turning the 
spear Into the pruning hook. 

A plan la being formulated tn thla 
country by men like Andrew Carnegie. 
Joseph H. Choate and Representative 
Bartholdt to bave a peace commission 
appointed by President Taft with 
Theodore Roosevelt at Its head. Mr. 
Carnegie and Mr. Bartholdt. their 
friends say, believe that the colonel will 
lend himself readily to the plan, and 
if congress give* sanction to the reso¬ 
lution which is now before it and tbe 
president approves, it is said to be ex¬ 
tremely likely that before many 
months have passed a powerful peace 
commission will be in existence with 
the Rough Rider colonel at its bead. 

Dr. Bartholdt Is a representative in 
congress from St. Louts and he has 
introduced into the bouse a Joint reso¬ 
lution “to authorize the appointment 
of a Commission to draft articles of 
international federation and for other 
purposes." The St. Louis representa¬ 
tive knew the time to strike. 

Dr. Bartholdt's Plan. 

In one of the whereases to the reso¬ 
lution it Is safd that the United States 
ought to give public expression to a 
form of articles of international fed¬ 
eration which tray be recommended 
to other governments as a fitting in- 
j strument to ameliorate harsh condi- 
I tions now suffered by multitudes and 
to do away with the ever-preaent fear 
I of war.
